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Council’s PAWS for 
thought blamed as 
dog show cancelled 


A PORTHCAWL chari¬ 
ty has blamed council 
“dithering” for the can¬ 
cellation of a popular 
fund-raising event. 

Porthcawl Animal Welfare 
Society (PAWS) has organised an 
annual dog show and fete on The 
Green at Salt Lake for some 
years. 

The event is very popular, both 
with locals and people from fur¬ 
ther afield, and attracts dog own¬ 
ers from a wide area. 

There are three show rings and 
the site is ringed with stands and 
stalls. Other entertainment and 
displays are also staged during the 
event, which takes place at the 
end of August. 

The charity, which makes at 
least £1,000 from the show, 
applied in April to Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
(BCBC) for permission to hold 
the event. 

Secretary Pat Evans said that 
they were told verbally that there 
would probably be no problem, 
but the booking was never con¬ 
firmed in writing. 

“We tried ringing to see what 
was happening but we were put 
off time and again with excuses. 
The council was just dithering 
and we never had a decision 
either way.” 

Finally, at the end of June, after 
months of trying to get a firm 
decision, the charity was told that 
they could not have the site 
because of the regeneration work. 

“We knew that nothing was 
going to happen to The Green 
within the next few months, but 
we were told we could not have it

and instead, they offered us Cosy 
Corner,” she said. 

“That site is totally unsuitable 
and nowhere near large enough to 
accommodate all that we put on, 
so reluctantly, we had to cancel. 

“We had lost three months 
between April and June while the 
council dithered and it was then 
too late to look for a suitable 
alternative site.” 

However, there was a new 
twist this week when the charity 
received an e-mail from the coun¬ 
cil announcing that they could 
have The Green after all. 

Mrs Evans is deeply unim¬ 
pressed. “Do they think that we 
can conjure up a fete and dog 
show in little over three weeks?” 
she asked. “It takes us five 
months to organise this event. 

“All the people who would 
have come to provide entertain¬ 
ment have taken bookings else¬ 
where. 

“We also have to hire tents, 
generators, sound systems for the 
DJ and organise insurance. We 
also have to get sponsors, organ¬ 
ise our raffle and get prizes from 
local traders. We start selling tick¬ 
ets for this long before the event. 

“We would have to get our 
publicity organised and alert dog 
owners thinking of entering. 

“It’s ridiculous to tell us at the 
end of July that we can suddenly 
have the site, a month after we 
cancelled everything. 

“How have they suddenly dis¬ 
covered that they do not need this 
land, after all? It is very disap¬ 
pointing. 


“People in Porthcawl have lost 
one of the town’s most popular 
outdoor events and we have lost a 
major fund-raising opportunity. 

“This looks like one hand not 
knowing what the other was 
doing at the council.” 

The situation has been compli¬ 
cated this year by the fact that the 
council recently signed contracts 
appointing their preferred devel¬ 
oper of both Salt Lake and 
Hillsboro Place, where a new 
supermarket is to be built as the 
first phase of the long-awaited 
Porthcawl Regeneration Scheme. 

A council spokesman told The 
GEM that they had “bent over 
backwards” to try and accommo¬ 
date this event. He said that the 
council was only told this week 
that the contractors carrying out 
site investigations on the land did 
not need to be on The Green at the 
time of the dog show. 

They had immediately contact¬ 
ed PAWS with the news. 

He went on: “The applicant 
was initially advised that the 
event could coincide with investi¬ 
gatory work at the site by the 
developer for the first phase of the 
regeneration strategy. 

“As such, we suggested Cosy 
Corner could offer an alternative 
venue instead. ” 

He added that they had no 
response to that offer. In the 
meantime, a timetable for the 
investigatory work was drawn up 
which had taken the event into 
consideration and ensured that 
the site would be available should 
the organisers wish to proceed.

Outbreak closes 
hospital ward 


A WARD has been 
closed at the 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital because of 
an outbreak of 
C.difficile. 

Four patients on Ward 
8 developed the infec¬ 
tion last Wednesday and 
after advice from the 
hospital’s infection con¬ 
trol team, it was decided 
to close the ward to new 
admissions or transfers. 

Renovation work is 
currently under way on 
Ward 8 and the sluice 
room, where bed pans 
are taken, has been 
closed. 

But a spokesman for 
Abertawe Bro 

Morgannwg health 

board has denied claims 
that staff on the ward 
have been taking used 
bedpans to the sluice on 
Ward 7. They say that 
Ward 7 is unaffected by 
the outbreak. 

The spokesman said 
that isolation precautions 
have been adopted with 
the affected patients and 


the ward itself has been 
inspected by the infec¬ 
tion control team as well 
as the hospital’s hotel 
services and estates 
department. 

Cleaning schedules on 
the ward have been 
increased and chlorine¬ 
releasing disinfectants 
are being used, in line 
with Department of 
Health guidance. 

The importance of 
hand hygiene is also 
being highlighted, par¬ 
ticularly the need to 
wash with soap and 
water. Staff are undergo¬ 
ing refresher training in 
hand hygiene. 

A review of antibiotic 
therapy for affected and 
unaffected patients has 
also been held because 
C-diff is antibiotic- 
resistant. 

A spokesman added 
that antibiotic steward¬ 
ship is a vital tool in the 
fight against C-diff.

BURGLAR 
IS JAILED 


A painter and deco¬ 
rator who burgled a 
house in Porthcawl 
where he once car¬ 
ried out work, has 
been jailed for three 
years at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

Steven Evans (31) 
“targeted” the occupier’s 
home, said prosecutor 
Sian Phillips. Evans, of 
Pyle, admitted a charge 
of burglary. 

The Recorder, 

Nicholas Gareth Jones, 
told him: “You knew 
that house and you tar¬ 
geted it, which is an 
aggravating feature. 

“Personal and valu¬ 
able items were stolen 
and the victim now feels 
her privacy was invaded 
and sometimes feels 
nervous in her own 
home.” 

He said this was 
Evans’ third burglary in 
three years, and there¬ 
fore the minimum sen¬ 
tence, as decreed by 
Parliament, was one of 
three years. 

Ms Phillips said that 
on May 24, Evans broke 
into the house through a

rear door and took a 
Blackberry telephone, 
cash, a debit card, and 
jewellery. 

Eight days later, the 
police carried out a 
drugs raid at a house in 
Porthcawl. Evans was 
not involved but one of 
the men there had a 
Blackberry phone which 
he said he had bought 
from Evans for £20. 

“This led to the arrest 
of the defendant,” said 
Ms Phillips. 

He later told the 
police he committed the 
offence to fund a heroin 
addiction. 

Evans’ counsel 
Meiron Davies said: 
“Fortunately, the occupi¬ 
er was out and minimal 
damage was caused. 

“He is resigned to the 
considerable period of 
imprisonment. He is not 
unintelligent and his atti¬ 
tude is ‘let’s get on with 
it’. 

“One of his good 
qualities is that he is not 
workshy. His frankness 
is disarming.”

Who will manage 
the NHS if GPs take 
charge of spending? 


1 AM genuinely puzzled by this new 
Government scheme for running the 
NHS, by giving all the power, to make 
decisions and spend the money allocated 
to the NHS, to GPs all over the country. 

I had thought we were all agreed that the GPs 
are so overloaded with their present tasks in serv¬ 
ing their patients, who often have to wait a consid¬ 
erable time to see their GP, to the degree that 
might create further medical problems. 

Of all the people available for this task of man¬ 
aging the NHS, the GPs seem the most curious 
choice - if they already do not have time to fulfil 
their present role. 

I hope that further explanation of the details 
will make the scheme more sensible, but it seems 
quite bizarre to select this splendid body of doc¬ 
tors, already overburdened, to take on this vast 
new responsibility, quite separate from their pres¬ 
ent concern for patients. 

I assume that the GPs will form private compa- 
nies, with themselves as shareholders and direc-

‘Beware of scams’ 
businesses warned 

LOCAL Trading Standards officers have 
received a number of complaints involving 
a scam that targets mainly small business¬ 
es in the borough. 

A spokeswoman reported: “Some businesses are 
receiving phone calls from so-called advertising 
agencies requesting payment for a service which the 
businesses previously knew nothing about. This 
might involve advertising in a magazine, brochure or 
on a website.” 

Some local businesses are being asked to pay up 
to £1,500, and are being provided with invoices 
which the scammers claim is evidence of an agree¬ 
ment. 

The council’s deputy Leader Coun David Sage, 
said: “Small businesses are often targeted in this way 
by extremely aggressive sales techniques which may 
involve the threat of legal action if payment is not 
made. We know how busy many businesses are from 
day to day and some decide to simply pay rather than 
have to deal with endless calls and letters. 

“We strongly advise businesses to request a copy 
of any contract in writing and if there’s any doubt 
about the validity of the agreement then to contact us 
for further advice.”

tors, employing accountants, and these accountants 
will keep track of the money from the taxpayer 
and where it is spent, while the GP directors will 
be the ones who are qualified to make decisions 
about how the money is allocated. 

That still seems a great deal of extra work for 
them, spending so much time elsewhere in hospi¬ 
tals and hospices, to get the facts in committees 
and seminars, to be able to make the best informed 
and wisest decisions. 

Surely this will give rise to ‘post code lot¬ 
tery’, meaning that different medical outcomes 
will be delivered in different areas, because differ¬ 
ent GP companies have come to different conclu¬ 
sions? 

How will anyone ever know how wisely the 
taxpayers’ money is being spent, in these different 
regions? 

Will there be targets for these companies to 
achieve, or inspection by someone to see if they 
are following ‘best practice’, if someone, ever 
decides what ‘best practice’ is? Where will there 
be any ‘Accountability’? How will we know if it 
is good or bad, before it collapses? 

I must curb my impatience: all will be 
revealed in time. But the known facts do suggest 
that this is a very rum proposal, perhaps adopted 
for obscure and unstated reasons about private 
enterprise, which might take us in exactly the 
wrong direction.

RICHARD MARCH, who 
was well known throughout 
Glamorgan, was born in 
Cardiff and brought up in 
Llanishen; he came from a 
family of Chartered 
Accountants - R H March 
Son and Co. 

From an early age, he loved farms 
and animals and neither he nor his 
brother Nick showed any desire to 
follow the family tradition. They 
worked on local farms and Richard 
rode a pony and hunted with the 
Nantfawr Hounds. 

He was educated at the Cathedral 
School, the Downs in Colwall and at 
Marlborough College and then at 
Seale Hayne Agricultural College 
and Exeter University. 

He did National Service and then 
worked on a farm in the Cots wolds, 
where he became farm bailiff. His 
hobby then was restoring vintage 
cars and he owned an Alvis Speed 
20, with which he won a few races 
and speed trials and then a very 
clapped-out Bugatti and a chain 
drive Frazer Nash. 

His parents moved to Llanmaes 
and in 1956 he came home to Wales 
and looked for a job here. NFU con¬ 
tacts led him to Ken Morgan on 
Wick Road, Llantwit Major, and 
although his engineering was self- 
taught, he joined the firm selling and 
repairing tractors and agricultural 
machinery. 

Fairly swiftly, he got his feet 
under the table and married Heather, 
the boss’ daughter. He built a 
Scandinavian-type bungalow at 
Marcross where they lived for 10 
years, and where Simon and Tim 
were born. 

The firm held the dealership for 
McCormick International (later 
International Harvester) and later 
Case tractors, where they covered 
Glamorgan. They branched into 
milking machines, garden machinery 
and chain saws. 

Everything was much smaller and 
slower than today, and a broken 
baler spelt disaster for a farmer’s hay 
harvest, so there was huge pressure, 
particularly in the summer. 

Richard became involved in the 
Wick and Maendy Ploughing Society 
and was chairman of the committee 
which ran the All Wales Ploughing 
Match at Pencoed in 1995. 

He would be delighted to know 
that this match will again be held in 


Glamorgan this year - on September 
18 in B overton. 

He was always an NFU member, 
and served a term as chairman of the 
Flantwit Major branch. 

In the early 1970s, the boys began 
riding, and Richard bought a cob 
‘just to hack round with them’. 
However, he was soon hunting 
again, with the Glamorgan, and for 
many years derived enormous pleas¬ 
ure from shutting off from his busi¬ 
ness worries and joining good com¬ 
pany to ride in the Vale, which he 
loved. 

He was chairman of the entertain¬ 
ments committee for some years, and 
organised Hunt balls, barn dances 
and hunter trials. 

He joined in some very amusing 
Hunt pantomimes, including Uncle 
Tom Cobbley, the King in ‘Butter for 
my Bread’ and Captain Bertorelli in 
Alio’ Alio. 

He also ventured into a spot of 
team chasing, but decided that he 
was too old to risk his neck gallop¬ 
ing and jumping at full speed. 

Richard served as a Joint Master 
for one term, but as his health deteri¬ 
orated, he loved to follow in the car 
and watch what was going on. 

Simon went off to South Africa to 
become a butcher and farmer and 
Tim succumbed to the lure of flying 
and went off to train as a commercial 
pilot. In 1988, Richard and Heather 
sold Ken Morgan Ftd and retired 
(that was the theory). However, life 
was just as busy. He was Consort to 
Heather when she served two terms 
as Flantwit Town Mayor. 

He was senior traffic steward for 
the CLA Game Fair in Margam and 
he helped with the Vale Show, where 
he was steward, main ring commen¬ 
tator and in 2004, consort to Heather 
again when she was President. 

He was very honoured to be made 
a Fife Member of the Vale of 
Glamorgan Agricultural Society. He 
was persuaded to volunteer for stew- 
arding at the Royal Welsh Show, first 
in the horse ring and then for seven 
years as announcer in the main ring. 

He helped with the Glamorgan 
point to point and was Clerk of the 
Scales for some years. 

Richard loved his horses and his 
dogs, and his series of Old English 
Sheepdogs gave him much pleasure 
in recent years. 

His funeral is on Thursday, 

August 5 at 1.30pm at St Illtud’s 
Church, Llantwit Major.

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‘Porthcawl maritime 
museum may benefit 

town’ - LOCAL HISTORIAN 


A WELL - K N O W N 
Porthcawl author believes 
that the town has enough 
history of its own to support 
a maritime museum in 
Jennings Building. 

Recently, KEITH E MORGAN 
put his outline proposal to 
Porthcawl Town Council, and 
that document has now been 
passed to Bridgend County 
Borough Council (BCBC), so that 
it can be considered as an option 
under the town’s regeneration 
plans. 

BCBC announced recently that 
it was to “market” Jennings 
Building to potential developers. 

Under Mr Morgan’s plan, 
Jennings Building would be con¬ 
verted into a Maritime Museum 
and Heritage Centre, with an 
associated catering franchise and 
toilet facilities. 

He said: “The museum and 
heritage centre would be 
designed along modern museum 
lines with plenty of interactive 
displays and exhibits. 

“Jennings Building is in a 
prime position on the dockside in 
Porthcawl and as a maritime 
museum and heritage centre it 
would provide an ideal venue for 
visitors, both adults and especial¬ 
ly children, where there would be 
a large educational emphasis 
placed on the museum function. 

“The cafe franchise could be 
operated in a Continental manner 
with tables on the quayside 
among maritime artefacts which 
could be obtained from the RNLI, 
Coastguard and Trinity House. ” 

He added that two prime exam¬ 
ples of similar museums were in 
the Charlestown Shipwreck and 
Heritage Centre at St Austell, 
Cornwall, and the Jersey 
Heritage Maritime Museum in St. 
Helier. 

To remind local residents of 
just some of Porthcawl’s history, 
Mr Morgan provided this brief 
history of a few aspects of the 
town... 

TENNINGS Building, a 
I Grade II listed build- 
mW ing, has a rich history 
itself. 

It is Wales’ oldest maritime 
warehouse, and was built in 
1832 and was originally used 
for storing iron transported 
from Maesteg for shipment 
from the port of Porthcawl. 

Its present name derives 
from a Mr Jennings who 
owned the building in 1911 and 
used it as a timber warehouse 
and sawmill. 

Since that time, Jennings 
Building has had many uses, 
including that of being a base 
for RAF Air Sea Rescue Boats 
during World War II and a 
garage for refuse collection 
vehicles some time after. 

Notwithstanding that 
Newton has been a port since 
Norman times, Porthcawl was 
developed as a coal port during 
the 19th. Century. 

The Duffryn Llynfi and 
Porthcawl Railway Company 
was formed in 1825 and began 
to transport coal and iron via a 
horse-drawn tram-road to the 
new harbour at Porthcawl in 
1828. 

The original small tidal har¬ 
bour had been constructed by 
1828 and was merely a rectan¬ 
gular area of water enclosed by 
four walls with a gap in the 
eastern wall to allow ships to 
enter and leave. 

The tram-road was replaced 


by a broad-gauge railway line 
in 1861 carrying steam locomo¬ 
tion. This broad-gauge line was 
linked at Pyle with the main 
South Wales Railway that had 
opened in 1850. 

By 1864, when the line was 
converted to standard gauge, 
Porthcawl dock had become 
the terminus of locomotive rail¬ 
ways and the main outlet for 
the coal mines and iron indus¬ 
tries of both the Llynfi and 
Ogmore valleys. 

Also in 1864 under James 
Brogden’s influence, an Act of 
Parliament was passed for the 
construction of the inner har¬ 
bour at Porthcawl. 

When this harbour was sub¬ 
sequently opened in 1867, the 
important part played by the 
Brogdens was indicated by the 
place of honour given to their 
screw steamer, The John 
Brogden, in the opening cere¬ 
mony. 

However, by 1898, the hey¬ 
day of Porthcawl as an interna¬ 
tional port, was on the wane. 
Large modern docks had been 
built at Port Talbot and Barry 
- with corresponding railway 
connections to all parts of the 
south Wales coalfields. 

Porthcawl harbour was at a 
disadvantage when compared 
with these new ports. 

Its size was limited, and 
despite the construction of a 
new long breakwater and east¬ 
ern pier, the exposed position, 
excessive tides, neighbouring 
sand-banks and low-lying rock 
formations, made entry diffi¬ 
cult for large vessels in rough 
weather. 

Trade fell off rapidly and as 
a consequence, Porthcawl dock 
was finally closed in 1908. 

However, the inner basin 
remained in use for many years 
after, certainly up to 1925 
when at least 18 World War I 
surplus warships were broken 
up in the old dock by the 
Porthcawl firm of Hayes, Ship 
Breakers. 

The most famous of these 
vessels was the submarine, 
HMS Swordfish, which was 
acquired for scrap by Hayes in 
1923. This was an experimental 
submarine driven by a steam 
turbine and at 231.5 ft. overall 
length, the largest vessel ever 
to enter Porthcawl harbour. 

During this post-war period, 
the inner harbour served as a 
boating lake and swimming 
pool. Efforts had been made to 
fill in the inner basin in 1914, 
but were shelved due to the 
start of World War I. 

It was not until the Second 
World War that the job was 
finally completed, when it was 
urgently required to provide a 
marshalling area for American 
army vehicles. 

There are also many other 
interesting features of the mar¬ 
itime quarter that are worth¬ 
while mentioning at this point. 

The last intact section of the 
Duffryn Llynfi & Porthcawl 
Railway, is preserved on the 
breakwater just above the slip¬ 
way. 

The tramway, which operat¬ 
ed from 1825 until 1869, ran 
along the pier to supply steam¬ 
ers with cargoes of coal and 
iron that had been transported 
to the dockside from local 
industries. 

The 20 ft high cast iron bea¬ 
con/lighthouse at the end of the 
pier, was constructed in 1865 
with its lantern being oil fired 
and showing a continuous 


light. 

The top was washed off in 
1911 during a very bad storm 
and was replaced with a new 
coal gas-fired lantern. The 
lighthouse has the distinction 
of being the last to be powered 
by coal gas in the British Isle. 

It was not converted to run 
off North Sea gas until 1974. 
Since 1997, the lamp has been 
powered by electricity. 

The Watch Tower is unique 
as is the World War II Pill Box 
that is built into the prome¬ 
nade almost directly beneath it. 

The entrance and gun ports 
of this defensive structure were 
blocked up when the prome¬ 
nade was last refurbished, but 
it is still there. 

The new RNLI Lifeboat 
Station alongside Jennings 
Building is a monument to the 
many years that a Lifeboat has 
been stationed at Porthcawl 
and reflects on the long and 
distinguished record of the res¬ 
cue services at Porthcawl 
which include the HM 
Coastguards and Life Guards. 

There is a long history of 
shipwrecks along our coastline 
with perhaps the worst of these 
being the Samtampa and 
Mumbles Lifeboat in 1947. 

There have been at least six 
railways associated with 
Porthcawl if we include the 
now defunct Road Train. The 
Duffryn Llynfi & Porthcawl 
Railway, with the unique tun¬ 
nel built under Nottage Village 
when the tramway was con¬ 
verted to steam traction. 

The tunnel is still there 
underneath Nottage Green and 
new house), 

Other railways are: the 
Great Western Railway, the 
Barry Sand & Gravel Railway, 
the Porthcawl Sand & Gravel 
Railway, and the Eastern 
Promenade Miniature Railway. 

The last was built in 1935 to 
celebrate the Silver Jubilee of 
King George V. The first loco¬ 
motive to be used on the line 
was in fact named the Silver 
Jubilee. 

Basically, the area around 
Porthcawl has been committed 
to farming for many centuries. 
Long before the Romans 
arrived, farming would have 
been carried out by the Celtic 
Silures tribe. 

During the Roman occupa¬ 
tion, there was a Villa at what 
is now Dan-y-Graig House. The 
region was developed by the 
Normans and extensive farm¬ 
ing was carried out by the 
Monks of Neath and Margam 
and there were at least three 
windmills in the local area, the 
remains of two are still visible 
if you know where to look. 

The area is also rich in natu¬ 
ral resources. There are silver 
deposits under Newton Down 
and the area is blessed with 
pure, clear water which filters 
through the limestone all the 
way from the Brecon Beacons. 

There are underground 
streams flowing to the sea and 
three natural wells in Nottage 
and Newton, as well as many 
more artesian wells drilled by 
the local farmers. 

The War Years have a histo¬ 
ry all of their own in Porthcawl 
and Stormy Down. 

The town also has a fine 
record as a holiday resort with 
the Grand Pavilion, the 
Fairground at Coney Beach 
and the Caravan Park at 
Trecco Bay.

D uring the 

last week of 
this 

Assembly session, 
some important 
announcements 
were made. 

Our First Minister, 
Carwyn Jones AM, 
made a Statement about 
the 2010-11 Legislative 
Programme which 
included the new law on 
safety for school trans¬ 
port, meeting the next 
stage of our commitment 
to the Stuart’s 
Campaign. 

We gained the powers 
from Westminster in 
April to make our own 
laws on school transport, 
to strengthen the safety 
standards required in the 
contracts for school 
transport provided by 
local authorities. 

The new law will be 
taken through the 
Assembly in the autumn 
and it will contain pow¬ 
ers for the Welsh 
Assembly Government 
to legislate on the safety 
standards on the buses 
used to provide transport 
for pupils to and from 
school. 

This is an important 
example of how we can 
use our National 
Assembly for Wales, to 
address the shortcomings 
in the way we provide 
vital services such as 
school transport, in 
recognition of the contri¬ 
bution and influence of 
the Stuart's Campaign, in 


memory of Stuart 
Cunningham-Jones. 

Another important 
measure that will come 
through in the autumn 
relates to social housing. 
On July 21, the 
Sustainable Housing 
LCO was finally 
approved by the Privy 
Council and we can now 
make progress with a 
new law to strengthen 
the ways in which we 
provide social housing in 
Wales for the benefits of 
tenants and their land¬ 
lords. 

This includes the pro¬ 
vision to enable local 
authorities to suspend 
the right to buy in areas 
of housing need. 

Since the right to buy 
provisions were intro¬ 
duced in 1980, almost 
half of the council hous¬ 
ing stock in Wales has 
been purchased by ten¬ 
ants - over 140,000 
homes - resulting in con¬ 
siderable pressure and a 
rising number of people 
in housing need. 

This new power is 
strongly supported by 
Shelter running housing 
advice surgeries in Barry 
every week, working to 
prevent homelessness 
and support people in 
housing need. 

The new powers will 
also help us bring empty 
homes back into use, 
improve security of 
tenure and support for 
the most vulnerable in 
housing need.

that housing problems 
now constitute the high¬ 
est proportion of my 
casework in the Vale of 
Glamorgan. 

In making our case 
for powers to be trans¬ 
ferred to Wales from 
Westminster, we have 
always based this on evi¬ 
dence of need for new 
legislation to address 
shortcomings such as in 
school transport safety 
and housing need. 

We do need the ‘the 
tools for the job’ here in 
Wales to address these 
needs as swiftly as pos¬ 
sible and secure the 
funding to back them up. 

These are the issues 
which will be debated as 
we move towards the 
Referendum for greater 
powers in Wales. 

This brings me to the 
statement I made on July 
13, about how we are 
dealing with the £6.2bil- 
lion cuts the new UK 


Government announced 
in May, including our 
share in Wales which 
included £49m to be 
taken from our capital 
budget. 

Our concerns about 
the impact of cutting 
important capital pro¬ 
gramme plans such as 
school building and 
refurbishment, social 
housing projects, health 
facilities led us to mak¬ 
ing the decision in the 
Welsh Assembly 
Government to use our 
‘end-of- year flexibility’ 
funds to meet these capi¬ 
tal cuts this year. 

These are the funds 
we have at the end of the 
financial year as a result 
of slippage of schemes, 
although we are as close 
to 100 per cent in the 
financial out-turn as we 
can manage. 

We needed approval 
from the Treasury to do 
this and when that was 
received, I made my 
statement to the 
Assembly. I said that we 
would be seeking to take 
as much as we can of the 
2010-11 budget reduc¬ 
tions this year - without 
damaging frontline serv¬ 
ices, without taking 
money from our key pri¬ 
orities and without tak¬ 
ing risks with the eco¬ 
nomic recovery. 

So no cuts will be 
made to our planned 
capital spending this 
year. 

This decision was 
widely welcomed by 


CBI Wales, Welsh Local 
Government Association 
and the Wales TUC. 

The construction sec¬ 
tor in Wales is heavily 
dependent on the public 
sector. It is the private 
sector who are building 
our schools, hospitals 
and social housing proj¬ 
ects and we are honour¬ 
ing those contracts and 
that planned investment 
to improve our public 
services in Wales as well 
as supporting our recov¬ 
ering economy. 

We are playing our 
part in safeguarding 
those jobs and skills, 
which we are enhancing 
through the partnerships 
we have with the private 
sector to increase com¬ 
munity benefits in our 
procurement and con¬ 
tracting arrangements. 

I mentioned examples 
of these arrangements in 
my last GEM article 
with regard to the social 
housing sector. 

Last week, I launched 
our 2009-10 ‘Adding 
Value II’ document avail¬ 
able on line via 
www.cymru.gov.uk show¬ 
casing examples of good 
practice in procurement 
and delivery, which 
includes two examples 
from the Vale of 
Glamorgan at Peterston 
Church in Wales 
Primary School and 
Cowbridge 

Comprehensive School. 

There will be more 
about that in my next 
GEM column. 


R ecently, on 

a morning 
when the sky 
was overcast and 
looking full of rain, 12 
walkers joined Clive 
for a trip up to the 
Blorenge Mountain 
and, with fingers 
crossed, the day 
turned out to be per¬ 
fect for walking. 

Joining the group for 
their walk was a young 
French lady who was 
unable to find a walk in 
the Abergavenny area on 
that day and had used 
the group’s website, and 
also Sue, a long-time 
member who had not 
walked seriously for 
some time since having 
two hip replacements 
last year. 

In order to make her 
transition back to longer 
walking more comfort¬ 
able and to boost her 
confidence in her ability, 
the leader very kindly 
did his walk the opposite 
way around to avoid 
unnecessary hard climb¬ 
ing, and it worked a 
treat! 

Starting from the 
Keepers car park, they 
met a group of ramblers 
from Merthyr who were 
doing the same walk the 
opposite way around, 
before making their way 
to Keepers Pond. 

This whole area lies 
within the Brecon 


Beacons National Park 
and also the Blaenavon 
World Heritage site. The 
pond was formerly 
known as Forge Pond as 
it supplied power to the 
nearby Gamddyrys 
Forge. 

They took the top 
pathway around the 
pond and were rewarded 
with excellent views of 
the central Beacons, then 
Sugar Loaf and Skirrid 
Mountain which were 
admired over coffee. 

On reaching the hut at 
the north end of 
Blorenge, they began to 
descend to the 
Punchbowl and as they 
approached they were 
treated to the sight of a 
heron which was on the 
opposite side of the lake. 

Continuing, they con¬ 
tinued on to the 
Llanfoist incline, where 
the iron from the 
Gamddyrys Forge was 
sent down in wagons to 
the wharf on the Brecon 
to Monmouthshire canal, 
before being moved to 
Newport and shipped to 
all parts of the world. 

They passed the cut 
and shut tunnel which 
was almost obscured by 
the ferns, but they man¬ 
aged to take a peek 
inside at one end. 

Continuing their jour¬ 
ney, they found that they 
were walking over stone 
sleepers that formed the 
base for the Hills 


Tramroad and it is still 
possible to see where the 
rails were fixed to them. 

Eventually, they came 
to the site where the old 
Queen Victoria pub 
stood and where in 1946 
during a lively party, a 
loud creak was followed 
by the floor collapsing 
and 30-customers ending 
up in the cellar, no doubt 
with sore heads the fol¬ 
lowing day! 

The remains of the 
old Gamddyrys Forge lie 
nearby where the pig 
iron from the Bleanavon 
Ironworks was made 
into wrought iron and 
there is still a mound of 
old slag there. 

They crossed a new 
wooden footbridge over 
a stream that had com¬ 
pletely dried up due to 
lack of rainfall, before 
heading for their last 
climb which led them 
back to their start. 

Wear suitable cloth¬ 
ing, preferably boots and 
carry waterproofs, food 
and drinks. Some degree 
of fitness is required and 
if you are in any doubt, 
then please contact the 
walk leader for advice.

REVLON FACTORY 
DEMOLITION PLAN 

- proceed , but with caution! 


SIX official bodies say that asbestos 
has not contaminated neighbouring 
properties during the demolition of 
the former Revlon factory in Maesteg. 

However, they have confirmed that asbestos is 
present in the rubble left after demolition, and that 
it is also in buildings yet to be demolished. 

The statement was issued jointly by the Health 
and Safety Executive, Bridgend County Borough 
Council (BCBC), Environment Agency Wales, 
Public Health Wales, Abertawe Bro Morgannwg 
University Health Board and the Health Protection 
Agency. 

It said: “The multi-agency team investigating 
possible health risks associated with demolition 
work on the former Revlon factory site in Maesteg 
has now completed air and dust monitoring. 

“Dust samples taken from 18 properties around 
the perimeter of the site have shown no asbestos 
fibres to be present. 

“In addition, the site agent engaged a specialist 
company to sample the air on the site and again, no 
asbestos fibres were found. 

“This means that although asbestos is present in 
materials on the site, fibres were not found to have 
spread to the surrounding area. 

“The potential public health risk therefore 
remains extremely low.” 

The statement said that the removal of material 
would be monitored, and so would the disposal of it. 

Contractors will be ‘damping down’ the site to 
prevent dust drifting in the wind, and security meas¬ 
ures are being put in place to stop anyone going onto 
the site. 

The statement concluded: “The HSE and 
Environment Agency Wales are now conducting an 
investigation into demolition activities on the site. 

“Prohibition notices have been served to prevent 
the contractor from carrying out further work with¬ 
out taking the necessary steps to reduce exposure 
and spread of asbestos fibres.” 

Another joint statement was issued by local coun¬ 
cillors Colin Teesdale, Keith Edwards, Mai Reeves 


and Don Buttle. 

This statement said: “The demolition of this pri¬ 
vately-owned site has naturally caused a lot of con¬ 
cern in the local community. 

“We are pleased that air and dust monitoring has 
been completed and that residents can be assured 
that no asbestos fibres were detected in the area. 

“It is also reassuring that the site owner has 
employed contractors to keep materials containing 
asbestos in a safe condition. 

“It is now essential that the owner arranges for 
the demolition work and asbestos removal to be 
completed as quickly and as safely as possible, not 
only in the interest of local residents, but also to 
ensure the health and wellbeing of the contractors.” 

The councillors said that they would continue to 
liaise with the official bodies. 

WARD CLOSURE

ABM has one of the lowest rates for this infection in 
Wales with an average of 11 .10 affected patients in 
each 1,000 during 2009. This compares with a 
Welsh average of 15.13. 

The spokesman stated that in June, the board was 
on target to reach the mandatory 20 per cent reduc¬ 
tion in C-diff cases, with staff working hard to min¬ 
imise risks and containing any outbreaks that occur. 

But a source at the hospital told The GEM that in 
the past, it has been normal for wards to be closed 
when renovation work is underway. In this case, the 
ward was kept open and staff feel that this was done 
because there was no spare bed capacity as a result 
of ward and bed closures. 

The sluice has been closed because work is 
underway within it. The source claimed that prior to 
the outbreak, bedpans were being emptied into toi¬ 
lets within Ward 8 and staff were told to clean them 
with bleach. 

Further questions about the closure of the sluice 
room and what alternative procedures to deal with 
bedpans had been adopted were posed by The GEM, 
but had not been answered by the time we went to 
press yesterday. 


YOUTH SERVICE APOLOGY 
AFTER BULLYING APPEAL 


APOLOGIES have been sent by the 
Bridgend youth service to Maesteg, 
Porthcawl and Bridgend town councils 
over appeal letters sent out to them. 

All three councils received letters from Nicola 
Davies, the council’s anti-bullying development co¬ 
ordinator, appealing for £2,000 from each towards 
funding the Bridgend Says End Bullying Campaign. 

She said that the funding was needed to continue 
the project which helps young people aged 11 to 25. 

The letter attracted some adverse comments from 
town councillors. Bridgend council leader David 
Unwin said he felt that the letter itself was “bully¬ 
ing” and was like a gun to the council’s head as it 
was an attempt to find alternative funding because 
of cuts in budgets. Bridgend decided to ask for more 
information. 

But Porthcawl Town Council rejected the request 
outright with council leader David Deere stating that 
it was unclear how Porthcawl would benefit or if 
there were any bullying issues in local schools, as 
they all have their own policies. 

But before the appeal could be discussed at 
Maesteg, a second letter was received by all three 
councils - this time from Richard Landy, head of 
Learning at BCBC. 

He said that the request was sent without the 
knowledge of the cabinet and had caused concern to 
town and community councillors. 

He said that the Youth Service apologised for any

NEW PEN-Y-FAI 
SCHOOL IS 
A STEP NEARER 

A public inquiry recommendation in favour 
of Bridgend County Borough Council 
(BCBC) has paved the way for a long- 
awaited new primary school for Pen-y-Fai. 

The Assembly Minister for Children, Education 
and Lifelong Learning has decided, based on the 
inquiry findings, to overrule a local landowner’s 
objections to two compulsory land purchase orders. 
However, the landowner still has the right to appeal 
via the High Court. 

Council officers have already started the admin¬ 
istrative work required to start the process of a new 
school, and £4.9m has been prioritised within the 
authority’s capital programme for the building con¬ 
tract. 

Coun Alana Davies, the cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren and young people, said: “This is wonderful 
news for the community of Pen-y-Fai, which has 
waited such a long time for a new school. 

“The current school provides excellent education 
and pastoral care for its pupils, but they also 
deserve a building which fits in with modem, 21st 
Century learning.” 

The deputy leader, Coun David Sage added: “As 
a council, we have always wanted to make progress 
on this important project. It’s unfortunate that, as a 
result of this objection, we have not been able to 
begin sooner than now. I very much hope we can 
start work as soon as possible.”

Group has set itself the task of clearing the field of the 
unwanted bracken, ash and bramble by mowing and 
shimming.

Dotted around the field margins in the hedge¬ 
lines they have installed many bug, bird and bat 
boxes. 

The field is managed in a way to encourage wild 
flower species to flourish; it is now the habitat of a 
very wide range of plant and animal species. 

To date, surveys have recorded more than 300 dif-

Importantly, the field is also used for educational pur¬ 
poses with schools, Beaver groups and various wild 
life groups visiting. 

Three hundred man hours are put into managing, 
recording and training exercises in this field per year.

Special traffic arrangements 
for Vale of Glamorgan Show 


THE annual Vale of 
Glamorgan 
Agricultural Show 
will be held at 
Fonmon Castle on 
Wednesday, August 
11th. 

The event attracts a 
significant amount of 
visitors and it is 
expected that year will 
be no exception. 

While the show- 
ground itself will be 
marshalled by show 
stewards, a one-way 
traffic system will be in 


operation to ease 
access and egress from 
the site. 

This will be signed 
and coned by the Vale 
highways department 
and the Vale police will 
supervise traffic con¬ 
trol to ensure there is as 
little congestion as pos¬ 
sible. 

Vale neighbourhood 
policing sergeant Paul 
Revers said: “We want 
to provide a safe and 
secure environment for 
visitors, competitors 


and exhibitors alike, 
enabling everyone to 
get into the show and 
leave with the mini¬ 
mum of delay. We 
also want to keep any 
inconvenience to local 
traffic to the mi nimum 
by preventing conges¬ 
tion on the roads 
around the site, partic¬ 
ularly the B4265, 
which is the busiest 
road lined to the show.”

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‘Bosch DID have

1 WISH to take issue with the assertion 
from the Unite union that the Labour 
Party s meeting with Bosch chiefs in 
Stuttgart was somehow more productive 
than a similar meeting held with 
Conservative AMs (The GEM, July 22).

A BRAND new funeral 
company - Park

“For an Eddie Stobart spotter, 

I arranged for one of the lorries 
to carry his coffin! 

“We aim to go the extra mile 
for people.”

SHOPPING ISN’T JUST ABOUT 
MAKING A PURCHASE - but 

also about making and meeting friends! 


E very town 
in the UK 
consists of a 
mix of multiple 
stores and locally- 
owned independent 
shops. 

It is the balance 
between these two ele¬ 
ments that gives each 
its unique character and 
flavour. 

There is a serious 
risk that many towns 
are becoming clones of 
each other, with chain 
stores offering identical 
products and services in 
premises that look 
exactly the same in 
every town from Land’s 
End to John O’Groats. 

The only thing that 
prevents this happening 
is the presence in suffi¬ 
cient numbers of small 
shops owned by local 
people which offer a 
variety of products. 

Shopping in smaller 
towns like Bridgend 
and Maesteg, can give 
shoppers access to these 
businesses where the 
owners pride them¬ 
selves on service and 
where a strong sense of 


community enhances 
the entire retail experi¬ 
ence. 

For example, Richard 
Collins, president of 
Maesteg Chamber of 
Trade, who runs 
Travella, a clothing 
shop in the town centre, 
pointed out that 
Maesteg had a very 
strong sense of commu¬ 
nity. 

“Shopping in 
Maesteg is a social 
occasion,” he said. “It’s 
not only about getting 
the items you need - 
it’s about calling into 
shops where the owner 
and staff know you and 
know your needs. 

“It’s about enjoying a 
chat with friends and 
acquaintances as you go 
around town and it’s 
about enjoying a cup of 
coffee with them in a 
cafe or restaurant. 

“Town centres are so 
important to the well¬ 
being of communities. 
They are the focal point 
and the place where 
people meet. 

“The danger is that 
unless people support 
shops in our town cen-

tres, they will lose too 
many to be able to offer 
enough choice to attract 
shoppers. 

“People should be 
mindful of this when 
they choose to visit out 
of town stores or super¬ 
markets. In many ways, 
it’s a case or use it or 
lose it as far as town 
centres are concerned.” 

Maesteg has lost 
shops in recent years - 
some due to the regen¬ 
eration of Commercial 
Street, which saw the 
street dug up for well 
over a year and a whole 
host of shops closed 
down, others down to 
outside factors such as 
the loss of the 
Woolworth’s chain. 

However, the town 
has had good news, 
with the impending 
arrival of Peacock’s - 
which has long links 
with the town, going 
back decades. 

Peacock’s had stalls 
in Maesteg market for 
many years but these 
were closed when the 
company changed 
direction in the 1980s 
and pulled out of mar¬ 
ket trading. 

“We were promised 
then that Peacock’s 
would return with a 
shop if suitable premis¬ 
es became available”, 
said Mr Collins. “I have 
written to the company 
myself over the years 
urging them to return, 
so nobody was more 
pleased than me by 
their decision to take 


over the old 
Woolworth’s store in 
Commercial Street. 

“This will breathe 
new life into the town 
centre and should draw 
in many people and 
encourage them to walk 
up Commercial Street 
once again. 

“There will be a 
spin-off for local shops 
from increased footfall 
in the town centre. This 
will help Maesteg turn 
the corner and start to 
pull out of this reces¬ 
sion.” 

Bridgend too is turn¬ 
ing the corner - accord¬ 
ing to its chamber pres¬ 
ident Vicky Perks who 
runs a health shop. 

“There are a lot of 
positive things going on 
in the town,” she said. 
“We have a new town 
centre manager, 
Rhiannon Kingsley, 
who is working with 
traders in Bridgend, 
Maesteg and Porthcawl 
and she seems to under¬ 
stand what we need.” 

She said that the 
chamber had also been 
working with BCBC to 
get action on upgrading 
the Rhiw car park, 
which is seen as the key 
to getting shoppers into 
the Queen Street - 
Dunraven Place part of 
town and also into the 
Rhiw centre. 

“Asda has undoubt¬ 
edly brought people 
into Bridgend and many 
people use their free car 
park to walk into town 
first before visiting the 


store. I have noticed a 
big increase in footfall 
along Nolton Street. 

“There would have 
been no benefit if Asda 
had gone out of town 
like Tesco, which brings 
no trade into Bridgend 
at all,” she added. 

Ms Perks said that 
there were plans to 
revamp the Brackla 
Shopping Centre, but 
this needed private 
investment and times 
are hard at the moment. 

“We are hopeful that 
it will take place 
because it’s a bit of an 
eyesore at the moment 
as people walk through 
it from Asda. It does 
not present a good 
image of Bridgend.” 

Ms Perks said that a 
number of new, locally 
owned businesses had 
opened in the town in 
recent months. 

A new boutique 
called Bliss has been 
opened in Dunraven 
Place by the owner of 
Monique’s, which has 
moved to Nolton Street, 
which is where it first 
started. 

The baby shop, Little 
Lambs, which was in 
the market, has merged 
with Anita’s children’s 
wear and opened a new 
shop, also in Dunraven 
Place - and another 
new boutique called 
Butterfingers has 
opened in Market 
Street. 

Older established 
shops like menswear 
specialist Williams and 
Evans, which has been 
in Bridgend for more 
than a century, are also 


flourishing. 

Handbag, shoe and 
jewellery shop 
Felicity’s in Nolton 
Street is high on the list 
for anyone seeking 
these items in the town. 

Shops like Hardings’ 
leather shop offer quali¬ 
ty items, and there are 
other businesses like 
Izzit’s which offer 
accessories of all 
shapes and types. 

Bridgend market 
remains the heart of the 
town, with a host of 
small businesses located 
in the stalls. 

While food stalls 
tend to predominate and 
draw people in, there 
are also many stalls 
offering a variety of 
items and services, 
including a super new 
second hand bookshop 
which should satisfy 
even the most avid 
reader. 

“We are seeing a 
very changing situation 
in Bridgend,” explained 
Vicky. “Yes, we have 
lost some businesses 
and we do have some 
empty shops, but we are 
also seeing new shops 
opening as people with 
enterprise and flair try 
their hand at offering 
shoppers something dif¬ 
ferent at affordable 
prices. 

“Our smaller local 
towns such as Bridgend 
are a great place to 
shop and proves that 
you do not need to trav¬ 
el to Cardiff or Swansea 
to get what you want. 

“It’s here in our 
town, ” she insisted.

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The Curse of the 
‘threequel’ avoided by 
Toy Story franchise 


POLITICIANS ACCENTUATE 
VALE COURTS’ POSITIVES TO 
STAVE OFF ANY CLOSURE 


“THREE is the 
magic number ” - so 
sang De La Soul in 
1989, but in the 
world of films, it is a 
statement that does¬ 
n’t ring completely 
true. 

In recent times, a fran¬ 
chise’s third outing has 
been its achilles heel. 
From Spiderman 3’ s ‘too 
many villains spoiling the 
broth’, X-Men 3’ s 
eschewing of its fore¬ 
bears’ weighty mix of 
drama and spectacle to 
create a blockbuster lack¬ 
ing in drama, to The 
Godfather Part 3’s sheer 
woefulness, the ‘three- 
quel’ has not been the 
happiest of hunting 
grounds. 

One franchise making 
its way onto its third 
instalment is Toy Story, 
with the aptly-titled Toy 
Story 3 hitting cinema 
screens. 

After being stowed in 
Andy’s toy chest, and 
with Andy heading to col¬ 
lege, it is time for Woody 
(Tom Hanks), Buzz (Tim 
Allen) and the rest of the 
gang to move on. 

After a mix-up with 
bags they are taken to 
Sunnyside Daycare 
Centre, and are welcomed 
by Lotso (Ned Beatty) 
and other toys, who take 
the newcomers under 
their wing; however, they 
realise that this toy’s para¬ 
dise is something closer 
to hell... 

Given Pixar’s blemish- 
free record, the chances of 
Toy Story 3 being the 
turkey that spoils the stu¬ 
dio’s run and darkens the 
name of the Toy Story 
franchise veered between 
slim and none; such is 
Pixar’s knowledge and 
ability, the finished prod¬ 
uct isn’t likely to be found 
wanting in many areas. 

And so that is the case 
with Toy Story 3, a superb 
film that, while perhaps 
lacking the charm and 
humour of parts one and 
two, makes up for it with 
an emotional rollercoaster 
that will bring, at the very 
least, a lump in your 
throat the size of a 
Jabulani. 

Considering the 

amount of time that has 
passed between part 2 and 
this one, it would be easy 
to assume that the interest 
in a third outing would be 
slight, that something 
brighter, brasher and 
bolder had come along to 
take its place in our 
hearts; but, aside from the 
Shrek franchise, nothing 
has been so well-loved in 
the world of animation, 
and, unlike the Shrek 
franchise, such is the 
unimpeachable nature of 
the first two films that the 
critical and commercial 
love for them means that 
a third instalment could 
realistically only dampen 
the fans ardour. 

However, the minds 
behind Toy Story 3 have 
cleverly cottoned onto the 
fact that the audience for 
the franchise has grown 
up, and the end product 
they deliver is one that is 
full of the thrills, spills 
and laugh-out-loud 
humour you would 
expect, but there is also an 
element of maturer con¬ 
cerns on show - the con¬ 


cept of growing up and 
leaving your childhood 
behind, what happens 
when you’ve outlived 
your use and, most seri¬ 
ously and poignantly, the 
threat of mortality. 

Much like Shrek 
Forever After, the film 
makers don’t go all dark 
and serious on us, but 
they do recognise the 
growing maturity of the 
audience, giving us a film 
that covers all bases and 
does it exceedingly well. 

The script, written by 
Michael Arndt, but with 
story input from Pixar big 
Cheddars John Lasseter, 
Andrew Stanton and 
director Lee Unkrich, 
ticks all the boxes of what 
you would want from a 
third film, yet moves the 
story along in a way that 
is not only more grown 
up, but also offers a sense 
of finality to the story and 
the characters. 

While it certainly does¬ 
n’t signal the end of the 
franchise, as big box 
office can persuade even 
the most hardened 
opposers to another out¬ 
ing, it does at least put the 
series to rest with a flour¬ 
ish. 

Certainly, its ability to 
mock the transient nature 
of toys is as sharp as ever, 
as are the new additions 
to the cast, bringing in the 
likes of Ken, a neat flour¬ 
ish that helps to enrich 
some of the secondary 
characters; while its 
slightly more mature out¬ 
look offers up several 
scenes that many a child 
will point to when they’re 
older as the point where 
they started becoming a 
little more questioning of 
the world. 

To aid a good script is a 
vocal cast taking great 
delight in their work and 
offering performances 
that match. While Tom 
Hanks is tethered some¬ 
what by Woody’s do- 
gooder nature (hardly a 
crime but one that doesn’t 
alter the character from 
what has gone before), 
Tim Allen takes great 
delight in Buzz 
Lightyear’s intriguing arc, 
talang in a reset button 
that has some hilarious 
consequences; the pair’s 
dependable lead turns 
afford the film a solid 
foundation on which to 
build the remainder of the 
cast, all of whom are 
excellent. 

The likes of Joan 
Cusack (Jessie), Don 
Rickies and Estelle Harris 
(Mr and Mrs Potatohead), 
Wallace Shawn (Rex) and 
John Ratzenberger 
(Hamm) are all superb, 
the experience of their 
characters coming 

through wonderfully well. 
New additions like 
Michael Keaton (Ken), 
Ned Beatty (Lotso) and 
Timothy Dalton (Mr 
Pricklepants) fit like a 
glove into the film and the 
narrative. 

Lee Unkrich’s previous 
co-direction experience 
on Finding Nemo and 
Monsters Inc, as well as 
Toy Story 2, stands him in 
good stead, obviously 
more than aware of the 
expectations and the need 
to push the envelope, but 
delivering a film that 
doesn’t try too hard to 
impress, feeling relaxed

in the universe the previ¬ 
ous films have created 
and placing the emphasis 
squarely on enjoyment, 
the prison break feel of 
the film affording plenty 
of neat set-pieces. 

Meanwhile, the render¬ 
ing of the characters is pin 
sharp, Pixar as ever tech¬ 
nically on top, while the 
3D effect works in giving 
added clarity and depth to 
the image, using it in the 
way that it should be 
used. 

If there are any flaws 
it’s only that, even with its 
103-minute running time, 
some characters don’t get 
fully explored, particular¬ 
ly the new additions. 
Characters, like Mr 
Pricklepants, especially, 
are saddled with minimal 
lines, a necessary evil of 
getting the film to run to 
an acceptable length, but 
they are so entertaining 
that you want to see more 
of them. A credits 
sequence at least offers a 
little bit more of them, but 
the sidelining of some 
intriguing additions to the 
character roster takes only 
a small amount of sheen 
off what is an undeniable 
triumph. 

When the Pixar golden 
mn will end is anybody’s 
guess, but it certainly 
won’t come to end with 
Toy Story 3; if this is the 
end of the line for Woody, 
Buzz et al, then it couldn’t 
have gone out with a bet¬ 
ter bang, the finished 
product being a perfect 
way to cap off the fran¬ 
chise.

“Family and youth, 
and domestic violence 
courts are held with a 
separate witness and vic¬ 
tim support service 
which I visited again last 
week. 

“I was able to see the 
newly-installed lift, 
refurbished courts and 
the recently upgraded 
cells. 

“This is public money 
which has been invested 
in these courts, which 
were reprieved only four 
years ago. I urge every¬ 
one to sign the petition to 
keep the court open.” 

Alun Cairns raised the 
issue of the court in ques¬ 
tions to the Justice 
Minister last week, and 
subsequently last Friday 


had a meeting with Mr 
Taylor. 

Mr Cairns said: “We 
had an excellent meeting 
as I wanted to take into 
account the issues that 
the Minister will be con¬ 
sidering when he takes 
his final decision. 

“We have agreed to 
co-ordinate our submis¬ 
sion to the Department 
for Justice, ensuring that 
we are not at cross pur¬ 
poses. 

“In the House of 
Commons, I highlighted 
the separate entrances for 
defendants and witnesses 
in Barry, but our argu¬ 
ments can’t solely focus 
on bricks and mortar. 

“We need to highlight 
the excellent efficiencies 
the magistrates and staff 
show, and the targets 
they regularly exceed.”

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DAVID JONES REVIVALIST 
PREACHER £1736-1810) 

Celebrating the 
bi-centenary of the 
‘Angel of Llangan’

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D avid jones 

was born on 
July 10,1736 
at Aberceiliog Farm, 
Llanllwni, Lampeter. 

It was the desire of his 
parents that the eldest son 
would enter the church - 
and for David to work on 
the farm. 

All this was reversed 
by a terrible accident as 
David fell into a vat of 
boiling milk and it was 
feared he would not sur¬ 
vive. 

Eventually, he made a 
slow recovery and the 
plans were reversed and 
the eldest son remained 
on the farm and David 
was to go into the 
Church. 

David Jones received 
no university education 
and after attending 
Carmarthen Grammar 
School, he was ordained 
in 1758 at the age of 22. 

He held curacies at 
Tydweilog (Caernarvon), 
Brecon and Caldicot. 

From Wales, he went 
to Bristol and Cmdwell in 
Wiltshire and it was here 
he came to the notice of 
the Countess of 
Huntingdon. 

Through her influence, 
a parish living at Llangan 
was secured for him and 
he was able to return to 
his native Wales. 

On April 16, 1767, at 
the age of 33, the name of 
David Jones became for¬ 
ever connected with 
Llangan. 

During the 18th and 
19th centuries, David 
Jones played a vital role 
in the rise of the 
Calvanistic Methodist 
movement in Wales and 
was well known for his

Methodist beliefs. 

He was a founder 
member of the London 
Missionary Society and 
frequently travelled 
around Wales preaching 
at Methodist meetings, 
particularly at Trefeca, 
Brecon. 

Little interest was 
shown in him at first in 
Llangan, but through his 
persistence and unceasing 
pastoral work and power¬ 
ful preaching up and 
down the country, this 
young vicar was soon to 
make a huge impact. 

By 1780, Llangan was 
becoming the centre of 
evangelical Christianity in 
Glamorgan and bordering 
counties. 

In 1781, he married 
Sinah Bowen and had two 
sons and a daughter. 

Enormous crowds were 
now attracted to Llangan, 
walking from all parts of 
Wales - even from as far 
as Anglesey. Travellers 
increased all the way 
along the route, young 
and old, rich and poor, 
some on horseback and 
some on foot. 

Paths that had been 
overgrown with grass and 
nettles soon became bare 
and trodden by the multi¬ 
tude that crowded to 
Llangan to hear the talent¬ 
ed minister. 

David Jones would 
preach from a sm a ll win¬ 
dow in the wall of the 
church to the masses out¬ 
side. After the sermon, a 
communion service 
would follow and water 
was used instead of wine 
as the congregation was 


so large. 

Many of his sermon 
notes are deposited in the 
National Library of 
Wales, Aberystwyth. 

David Jones regarded 
Llangan like no other 
place on earth and he was 
affectionately known as 
‘The Angel of Llangan’. 

In 1790, his wife died, 
and in 1794 he remarried 
and went to live at 
Manorowen, Pembroke. 

David Jones provided 
funds to build Salem 
Chapel, Pencoed, and this 
was the first Methodist 
chapel in Glamorgan. 

Salem became the 
focal point of Methodists 
in the area meeting on the 
Saturday before the great 
monthly communion 
service at Llangan. 

The original building 
was replaced by the cur¬ 
rent chapel on the same 
site. 

David Jones died on 
Sunday, August 12, 1810 
and he is buried at 
Manorowen churchyard. 

To celebrate the bicen¬ 
tenary, the Archbishop of 
Wales, Dr Barry Morgan 
is attending St Canna’s 
Church, on Sunday, 
August 8, at 6.30pm. 

To continue the cele¬ 
brations, Revd Brian 
Higham will give an illus¬ 
trated talk of the life and 
work of David Jones on 
Saturday, August 14, at 
2.30pm.

Steven said he chose 
Glyn because he found 
him to be an interesting 
character: “I wanted to 
make the documentary 
film because Glyn has 
really interesting views 
and thoughts on life.

Welsh Guards 
to have freedom 
of the borough 

THE freedom of the borough of Bridgend 
is to be conferred upon the Welsh Guards. 

The full council recently agreed to bestow the free¬ 
dom on the regiment which was welcomed to the bor¬ 
ough in a special homecoming march through the 
town. 

It provoked huge interest from residents and there 
was a greater turn-out than was seen in other towns 
visited by the regiment. 

Monitoring officer Andrew Jolley told councillors 
that as a result of the success of that event, the coun¬ 
cil was approached by the Welsh Guards, seeking to 
build an even closer relationship between the borough 
and the regiment. 

Over the past eight years, the Welsh Guards have 
seen service in Bosnia, Kosovo, Northern Ireland, 
Iraq and in Helmand Province in Afghanistan. 

During their most recent campaign there, they lost 
seven men, including Lance Sgt Tobie Fasfous and 
Lance Corporal Dane Elson, both from the Bridgend 
area. 

The council has statutory powers to confer the 
Freedom of the Borough, which is now an entirely 
ceremonial title, on people who have rendered emi¬ 
nent services to the county borough. 

The resolution has to be passed by two-thirds of 
those members present at a specially-convened meet¬ 
ing. 

The council will commission an address in a cas¬ 
ket, which will be presented to the regiment during the 
freedom ceremony to be staged as soon as the regi¬ 
ment and the council can agree a suitable date.

Local historian’s offer on 
Porthcawl diamond jubilee 


PORTHCAWL may 
have its own 
brochure and DVD 
to commemorate the 
Queen’s diamond 
jubilee in 2012. 

Local historian and 
photographer Keith 
Morgan has 

approached Porthcawl 
Town Council offering 
to undertake the work 
involved voluntarily. 

He has also 
approached the 

Chamber of Trade 
about producing a 
colour picture brochure 
showing the history of 
Porthcawl during the 
Queen’s reign from 
1952 to 2012. 


Mr Morgan has 
already produced books 
on the history of 
Porthcawl containing 
pictures showing scenes 
from the town’s recent 
past. 

He also contributed 
to the Porthcawl 
Remembers celebra¬ 
tions in 2005. Mr 
Morgan said he was 
proposing that the 
Diamond Jubilee 
brochure be A4 in size 
and be printed in colour 
with many pictures to 
show the changing face 
of Porthcawl over the 
past 60 years. 

Local historian 
Gwyn Petty has agreed 
to write an article cov¬ 


ering the changes in 
Porthcawl over this 
period and Lindsay 
Morgan, chairman of 
the Chamber of Trade, 
will also write an arti¬ 
cle. 

It is hoped that the 
printing costs will be 
covered by advertising 
and that the brochure 
will sell for a nominal 
price with profits going 
to charity. 

Mr Morgan also sug¬ 
gested installing Blue 
Plaques around the 
town to mark the 
jubilee. 

When the matter 
came up at Porthcawl 
Town Council, it was 


agreed to ask Mr 
Morgan to liaise direct¬ 
ly with David Richards 
and the special 
Diamond Jubilee 
Committee that has 
been set up to master¬ 
mind celebrations. 

The issue of the blue 
plaques will be referred 
to the Porthcawl Civic 
Trust. 


New ways to 
access borough 
council services 


LOCAL residents can 
now access informa¬ 
tion about council 
services via their digi¬ 
tal television, mobile 
phone or even 
Nintendo Wii. 

Bridgend County 
Borough Council has 
signed up to ‘Looking 
Local’, a new all-Wales 
initiative which offers 
residents the chance to 
receive interactive coun¬ 
cil services, read local 
news, report issues, such 
as pot holes and dog foul¬ 
ing, and find out more 
information about areas 
such as council tax. 

A BCBC spokes¬ 
woman explained: “The 
initiative means that peo¬ 
ple who do not necessar¬ 
ily have home internet 
access will be able to 
access a number of serv¬ 
ices similar to those 
offered on the council’s 
official website, 

www.bridgend.gov.uk. 


“Looking Local is a 
national portal which 
also provides partner 
links to Jobcentre Plus, 
Transport Direct, legal 
advice and health servic¬ 
es. 

“A link to the Welsh 
Assembly Government 
also allows people to 
take part in national con¬ 
sultations over a wide 
range of subjects, includ¬ 
ing proposals to start 
charging for plastic carri¬ 
er bags at supermarkets 
and shops.” 

All 22 local authorities 
in Wales have joined the 
initiative and more serv¬ 
ices are currently being 
developed. Anyone 
accessing Looking Local 
between now and the end 
of August can enter a 
competition organised by 
the Welsh Assembly 
Government to win tick¬ 
ets to this autumn’s 
Ryder Cup at the Celtic 
Manor near Newport.

Llandow could be site for 
National Eisteddfod of 
Wales in two years time! 


THERE is strong speculation that the 
National Eisteddfod of Wales will come 
to the area in 2012 and make its home at 
Llandow. 

Festival organisers have visited the area and The 
GEM understands negotiations with the Vale 
Council have been going on for many months. 

If the National Eisteddfod - a world famous festi¬ 
val that attracts up to 160,000 people a year - does 
name Llandow as its venue for 2012, its impact 
would not be purely cultural, but also economic. 

Coun Ray Thomas, the Vale councillor for 
Llandow and Ewenny, confirmed: “Discussions 
have been going on. A director of the Eisteddfod has 
told me: ‘Things are looking fine.’” 

“I am very happy negotiations have been going 
on, but the organisers are not going to tell me any 
decision until it has been announced.” 

Coun Thomas said it would give the area a huge 
lift if the area was chosen. “I think it would be great. 
I’d love it to come here so that people could see what 
we have in terms of tourism. We often don’t appre¬ 
ciate everything that we have on our doorstep.” 

Coun Thomas explained that one of the benefits 
of hosting the Eisteddfod was that people might 
arrive in an area for the first time ever and be encour¬ 
aged to make repeats visits. “If it comes here, it will 
be up to us to sell the area.” 

The GEM believes the actual location will be the 
old airport area, but away from businesses. One 
issue that is bound to come under scrutiny is how the 
traffic will be managed. 

Coun Thomas explained that one method of cop¬ 
ing with the huge numbers of cars and other vehicles 
from the M4 and A48 would be a one way system 
through Llyswomey, with traffic able to exit using 
an alternative route. Traffic management was an 
issue raised by nearby businesses. 

Shane McCarthy, of Glamorgan Welding 
Services, based on the Vale Business Park said: “I 
think it will be positive for the area, but they will 
have to deal with the traffic problem through 
Llysworney. 

“It should be good for businesses, particularly B 
& Bs!”’ 

Barry Cooper, of Llandow Classics, a Royal 
Enfield dealer, said if visitors to the Eisteddfod vis¬ 
ited the business they would be warmly welcomed, 
but he thought other local businesses would be more 
likely to benefit. 

“If I was going to a festival like the Eisteddfod I

would be thinking of places to stay and eat. If it does 
come they will have to work out access to the area 
because there can be dreadful bottlenecks through 
Llyswomey.” 

The Eisteddfod’s official website gives an idea of 
what it means for an chosen area: “The festival vis¬ 
its areas in north and south Wales alternately, and 
hosting the National Eisteddfod is a great boost for 
any area. 

“It’s an ideal opportunity to promote and encour¬ 
age people to use and learn Welsh locally, to take 
part in cultural activities in their area, and it’s also a 
great opportunity to promote the region as a tourist 
destination.” 

The National Eisteddfod estimates that it con¬ 
tributes between £6-8 million to a local economy 
during its stay. 

Piccolo bar plan is 
opposed by council 


PLANS to extend the 
Piccolo Bar kiosk on 
the promenade in 
Porthcawl are being 
opposed by 

Porthcawl Town 

Council. 

The kiosk, which is 
owned by BCBC, is rent¬ 
ed by Mr G Sidoli who 
wants to extend the roof 
out over the eastern side 
of the kiosk to create a 
covered terrace area for 
chairs and tables. 

He also wants to 
enclose the terrace area 
on the western, Rest Bay, 
side of the kiosk to create 
a glazed area where peo¬ 
ple could sit, plus a stor¬ 
age area. 

This is the kiosk oppo¬ 
site the Esplanade flats 
development. 

However, town coun¬ 
cillors ruled that it was 


not in keeping with the 
area and that the exten¬ 
sions would be out of 
character with the 19308- 
style kiosks built by the 
council. 

They also pointed out 
that it would increase 
congestion for pedestri¬ 
ans walking along the 
promenade and constitute 
over-development. 

It would also mean 
that the kiosk would be 
totally different from the 
other kiosk further along 
the prom, opposite the 
old Westward Ho. 

Porthcawl Civic 
Society is also objecting 
on the grounds that the 
development would be 
out of keeping and spoil 
the appearance of the 
kiosk. 

The final decision will 
be made by Bridgend 
planners.

LOCAL young ath¬ 
letes have been in 
action in the 

maroon and gold 
vest of Cardiff & 
the Vale of 

Glamorgan Schools 
district at two 

Welsh Schools’ com¬ 
petitions - the 17th 
combined events 
and the 63rd nation¬ 
al track and field 
championships - in 
eight days. 

Vale schools provided 
the lion’s share of the dis¬ 
trict team of 38, with 
team managers Mr Rhys 
Beynon (Bro 

Morgannwg) and Miss 
Daniella Woolf 

(Llantwit) booking in 22 
local pupils at the com¬ 
bined events champi¬ 
onships, held at 
Newport’s Spytty stadi¬ 
um for the first time since 
1996. 

Last year, Vale pupils 
claimed both senior titles 
at this event with Curtis 
Mathews (Barry 

Comprehensive) winning 
the boys’ section and 
Savannah Taylor (Bro 
Morgannwg) surprising 
everyone, including her¬ 
self, by heading the girls. 
Sadly, there was no sec¬ 
ond year repeat. 

With Curtis opting not 
to take part, it was left to 
Sam Morgan 

(Cowbridge) to fly the 
flag for the Vale in a dis¬ 
appointingly small boys’ 
field, while Savannah 
found things tough in a 
competition of a much 
higher standard than at 
Swansea in 2009. 


The top individual 
performance by a Vale 
pupil was set by another 
Bro Morgannwg pupil, 
Elinor Lewis. The year- 
13 underlined her all¬ 
round talent by finishing 
third with a points score 
of 2,431, to claim the 
bronze medal - but there 
was even better to follow. 

In the team competi¬ 
tion, Penarth resident 
Lewis joined forces with 
Aimee Hendrickson 
(Bishop of Llandaff) to 
see off the challenge 
from Dyfed, claiming the 
team gold medals and 
retaining the team plate. 

Surprisingly, there was 
a second gold team 
medal in the junior boys’ 
event. Dyfed’s David 
Omoregie was a comfort¬ 
able winner, totalling 
2,633 points. Lewis 
Ronicle (Cardiff High) 
was the highest placed 
Cardiff & the Vale pupil, 
finishing third with 2,206 
points, while the much 
improved Matthew 
Collins (Barry 

Comprehensive) was 
fifth with 2,191 points. 

Team competitions are 
based on two to score. 
With Dyfed not fielding a 
second competitor, the 
4,397 points total was 
good enough for Ronicle 
and Collins to take team 
gold. 

This event is a joint 
event with Welsh 
Athletics, which enables 
some competitors to 
compete for their district 
team in the Welsh 
Schools’ competition and 
for their club in the 
Welsh Athletics section. 

Cowbridge year-8 
Annabel Curie finished 


just outside the medals in 
fourth place in the 
schools’ competition, 
with a points score more 
than 400 better than at 
the Cardiff & the Vale 
Schools event in early 
May, but her score of 
2,330 was good enough 
to place her third in the 
Welsh Athletics under-15 
championships. 

At Swansea last sum¬ 
mer, Matthew Roan (St 
Cyres) astonished every¬ 
one by taking second 
place in the Welsh 
Schools’ junior boys’ 
event. Sadly, there was 
not to be a repeat this 
year. Having competed 
in the 100 metres hurdles 
and high jump, the year- 
10 was forced to with¬ 
draw with an injury, 
which also forced him to 
withdraw from the Aviva 
Welsh Schools’ National 
track and field champi¬ 
onships on the following 
weekend. 

At those nationals, 
held at Brecon because 
Leckwith had been 
booked for the British 
Masters’ championships, 
Vale pupils were reward¬ 
ed with a medal haul of 
five gold (three individ¬ 
ual + two relay), twelve 
silver (eleven individual 
+ one relay) and six 
bronze (five individual + 
one relay). 

The top performer in 
the Vale contingent of 29 
athletes was Tom 
Williams. Competing in 
the junior boys’ section, 
the Stanwell year-9 pupil 
was a class apart in win¬ 
ning the 100 metres com¬ 
fortably. 

At the same time, he 
was also taking part in 
the long jump. Having 
opened with 5.94 metres, 
he was able to opt not to 
take any further jumps as 
that distance proved 
enough to win the event - 
and he rounded off the 
afternoon by running in 
the relay team, helping 
that quartet to retain the 
title won at Leckwith in 
2009, when he had also 
been a member of the 
team. 

Curtis Mathews was 
the only other Vale pupil 
to strike individual gold. 
The Barry 

Comprehensive sixth for¬ 
mer ended his final 


Welsh Schools’ national 
with a three-medal haul, 
winning the discus with a 
very encouraging 45.44 
metres throw, taking sil¬ 
ver in the long jump with 
6.43 metres and helping a 
depleted senior boys 
relay to third place. 

There was one other 
Vale pupil who gained a 
three-medal haul, but she 
may not be entirely 
happy. Penarth’s Elinor 
Lewis (Bro Morgannwg) 
has shown, since she was 
in year-8, how she 
thrives on competition. 

In year-9 and year-10, 
she won age group pole 
vault titles, setting a new 
championship best on 
both occasions. As a 
year-11 pupil in 2008, 
she had arguably her 
toughest pole vault com¬ 
petition in the Nationals, 
clearing another new 
championship best but 
having to settle for third 
place on countback. 

Last year, as a first 
year senior, she went 
higher than ever in the 
pole vault to win with a 
new best of 3.74 metres. 
She would be the first to 
note that the vault has not 
gone wonderfully well 
this summer, so it was 
not a surprise that she 
only finished second 
equal in the vault - but 
she made up for that dis¬ 
appointment by claiming 
a second silver in the 100 
metres hurdles, an event 
so technically demanding 
that it is always difficult 
to find pupils to compete, 
and then she rounded off 
her afternoon with a leg 
for the winning relay 
team. 

Seven other Vale ath¬ 
letes gained silver 
medals - Sam Bunkham 
(Cowbridge) in the sen¬ 
ior triple jump, Arran 
Reid (Barry 

Comprehensive) in the 
relay, Matteo Holmes 
(Stanwell) claimed dou¬ 
ble silver in the hammer 
and javelin while 
Matthew Collins (Barry 
Comprehensive) reduced 
his best by four seconds 
with a spirited run in the 
junior 800, Bethan Daw 
(St Cyres) in the middle 
1,500 metres, senior Ayla 
Phillips (Barry College) 
in the hammer and shot, 
and Nancie Edwards 
(Cowbridge) in the 1,000 
metres walk. 

Three year-12 boys 
finished in bronze medal 
placing in their senior 
competitions - James 
Wiltshire (St Cyres, 400), 
Darren Jones (Llantwit, 
2,000 steeplechase) and 
Bradley Coles (Barry 
College, javelin) - while 
Cowbridge year-8 pupils 
Annabel Curie (high 
jump) and Joe Gaughan 
(shot) also finished third. 

All of the pupils, who 
represented Cardiff & the 
Vale Schools at one or 
both of these Welsh 
Schools competitions, 
are due to receive district 
colours at the track and

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‘Logjam’ over 
skate park 
may be over 

A BREAKTHROUGH in the impasse 
over the proposed new skateboard park 
in Porthcawl may be on the cards. 

A high-powered meeting has taken place 
between officers of BCBC and councillors from 
Porthcawl Town Council, which is providing much 
of the money for the development at Heol y 
Goedwig. 

The town council delegation was led by leader 
David Deere and included Alana Davies and John 
Bunker, from Labour, and Coun David Newton 
Williams, who is project leader for the council. 

They met planners, led by David Davies, and 
officers from the environmental health and parks 
departments. 

The sticking point has been a demand from plan¬ 
ners that the new park be surrounded by a bund and 
an acoustic fence to reduce noise levels. 

But the town council has refused, stating that this 
would reduce the safety of the children attending 
the park, as they would not be visible to residents 
or passers-by and it would lay them open to bully¬ 
ing or even paedophile activity. 

The meeting agreed to commission Halcrow to 
carry out an acoustic survey on another park pro¬ 
vided by Maverick, who are the council’s chosen 
contractors, at Dorchester. 

The noise levels will be measured and if they are 
acceptable, planners will withdraw their demand for 
the acoustic fence and bund. 

Coun Deere told The GEM that the projected 
noise levels in Porthcawl were on the margins of 
acceptability and he hoped that the survey would 
settle any lingering doubts. 

“The town council has agreed to pay for this 
extra survey because we are determined to get this 
skateboard park for the young people of the town,” 
he said. 

“It is just so frustrating that it has been delayed 
for so long. I hope we have now broken the log 
jam.” 

He said that it was hoped that the planning appli¬ 
cation will finally be considered at the September 
meeting of the development control committee in 
Bridgend. _
